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PREFACE. 


TaIs treatise, as the name indicates, is intended to 

~ gerve as a sequel to the ordinary spelling-book. Its object 

is to introduce the student to the inner life of the words 

_ by means of which he expresses his daily thoughts. A 

word is but the external sign, oral or written, of an idea. 

The one affects the other. Hence the importance of 
the thorough study of words. 

Part I. deals with the Anglo-Saxon element in Modern 
English. The student of early English Literature would 
do well to study this part in connection with his text- 
book. Others should learn the prefixes and suffixes of 
-Anglo-Saxon origin, omitting the remainder until they 

_ have completed Parts II. and III. 

Part IL. contains the Latin element employed in Mod- 
ern English. It were well to begin with the study of this 
part. The teacher is the best judge of the amount his 
pupils can prepare at one time. Consequently, these 
parts have not been divided into lessons. The Model 

_ Exercises are models for original work to be done by the 
-student. Uo 
; Part II. ‘contains the Greek Roots entering into the 
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. composition of the scientific nomenclature largely used in 
English. It may be studied immediately after Part II. 

He who is unacquainted with the classical languages | 
may supply his deficiency as far as the ability to trace the 
etymology of English words is concerned, by thoroughly 
mastering Parts II. and III. 

Part IV. contains words derived from other sources than 
Latin and Greek. The pupil, anxious for more informa- 
tion on this subject, might consult larger works on Kty- 
mology. 

Part V. contains a collection of Synonymes. It is 
intended to aid the young writer in the selection of 
the proper words, or to recall the word or words which 
would best suit the case. These few pages are more sug- 
gestive than otherwise. The pupil should be encouraged 
to distinguish the difference in the meaning of words and 
expressions. The more original work that is done by 
the pupil in Etymology, as well asin other branches of 
knowledge, the greater will be his progress. 

Etymology has a certain fascination for the intent 
It is but the threshold of the science of Philology. The 
zealous teacher will then give every encouragement to his 
pupils by trying to awaken in them a love for this very 
important branch of science.

THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


THE term English is here applied to the language of 
- the English people from their settlement in Britain to the 
~ present time. 

ty They had been preceded by the Kelts and Romans. 
Fifty-four years before the birth of our Saviour, Julius 
Cesar invaded Britain. Its inhabitants he describes as 


_ kindred to the Gauls in race, customs, and language. His 


attempt on their liberties was unsuccessful. But intes- 


' tine strife soon paved the way for Roman domination. 


With the Romans went their tongue—the Latin. It would, 
' however, seem that Latin held among the Britons the 


- game rank only that we shall hereafter find its daughter, 


‘Norman French, hold among the Anglo-Saxons. Doubt- 
less, many British Kelts, office-holders under the con- 
querors, or cowardly ashamed of their origin, aped the 
speech of their rulers—the slave will ever talk his master’s 
language. Very few words were adopted into the Keltic 


i of Britain from the Latin. 


_ In the fifth century, the nations of the northern coun- 

_, tries of Europe obliged the Romans to employ all their 

~ forces in the defence of Italy. The Britons were then left 
i . Ae 
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to their own devices. The tribes adjacent to the aban- — 
doned Roman territory made an incursion into the posses- 
sions of King Vortigern, who, it appears, held a sort of 
suzerainty among his countrymen. In an evil hour he 
sought assistance from Saxon pirates prowling along the 
coasts of Britain. 

After Vortigern’s irremediable error, Angles, Saxons, 
and Jutes swarmed like ravenous wolves into Britain. 
The Britons offered a most stubborn resistance to the 
invaders, but a want of centralized authority—the lament- 
able result of the Keltic clan system—left Britain an easy 
prey to the well-organized power of the Teutons. The 
rule of the Angles and Saxons increased slowly but surely, 
until, in the tenth century, St. Dunstan could name 
nearly all of South Britain, England—the land of the 
Angles. 

Though massacre and slaughter accompanied the con- 
queror’s march, it must not be supposed that the Britons - 
were exterminated. (See Freeman’s “History of England,” 
and the “ Development of English Literature,” by Brother 
Azarias.) Many of them were enslaved. Others enjoyed 
a semi-independence. Even during King Alfred’s time, 
communities of Britons, speaking British Keltic or Kymric, 
dwelt in the heart of his kingdom of Wessex. But Anglo- 
Saxon, being the speech of the conqueror, soon prevailed, 
and a few words in English, and some yet employed in 
the local dialects, are the sole remnants to be found in 
England Proper of the language of heroic Boadicea and ~ 
 Caractacus the Magnanimous. 

a 
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The new speech of Britain was Teutonic. The conti- 
nental homestead of the barbarians that passed over into 
Britain lay along the coast of the Baltic from the Elbe 
and the Weser as far as Holstein. It was a dreary, foggy, 
cheerless land, and the Anglo-Saxons and their language 
partook of the dreariness and wildness of their surround- 
ings. Harshness of sound, ruggedness in construction, 
want of abstract terms, were its leading features. It was 
more akin to the Gothic than to any other Teutonic form 
_ of speech. Intermediate between the Scandinavian and 
High German dialects, it belonged to what. is called the 

Low Dutch family of dialects. Modern Dutch and Friesic 
are its nearest relations. In inflection, it resembles the 
German dialects, but its vocabulary and pronunciation 


‘\ inclined it towards the Scandinavian North. 


Under the missionaries, Anglo-Saxon became a culti- 
vated language. Great stress was laid upon the proper 
study and knowledge of the mother-tongue. During 
_ Oswy’s reign, a bishop lost part of his bishopric because 
he spoke Saxon imperfectly— having lost the Saxon 
accent while pursuing his studies in Ireland. Each tri- 
umph of the Saxon arms had also been one for the Saxon 
language. Bt. 

In the ninth century, other invaders sailed up the Brit- 
ish rivers, destroying and pillaging. These are known as - 
; _ Danes in English history. That the Danish occupation of 
England affected the language of the country is a matter of © 
certainty. It has been already stated that the vocabulary of 

Anglo: Saxon resembled that of the Scandinavian countries. 
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This renders it very nearly impossible to state with preci- 
sion what English words are of Norse origin. We may in- 
stance the indicative plural of the verb to be. Are is of 
Norse origin. Besides, the inflections of the Anglo-Saxon 
began to disappear. A list of words derived from the 
Scandinavian dialects is given in this treatise. 

Had no other political change occurred in England, 
Anglo-Saxon and Modern English would now oceupy the 
same relations as Classical and Modern Greek—the latter 
being the former simplified. But William and his plun- 
dering Normans came. The speech of Alfred and Ald- 
helm, of Beda and Alfric was to be for a time relegated 
to the ploughman and the swincherd. The English boy 
had to learn the Anglo-Norman French jargon, Saxon 
ceased to be the language of the school, of the court, and 
of society. Soon, as no Saxon practiced the learned pro- 
fessions, the Saxon scientific and religious terms were re- 
placed by Norman-French words. ‘The forms of the 
Saxon letters were replaced by those in use in Normandy. 
The greedy Norman and Angevin adventurers despised 
everything English for a couple of centuries. But when 
the Norman kings of England repeatedly, and with the 
aid of Englishmen, routed the kings of France, they be- 
gan to take pride in their valiant English subjects. They 
began to regard themselves as Englishmen, 'The language 
of the mass of the people was recognized as that of the 
realm. By the time of Blizabeth, Anglo-Norman had 
almost disappeared from England, Strange that its last 
stronghold in the British Isles was Dublin, though the — 
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Anglo-Normans settled there called it the Hnglish tongue, 
and themselves the ‘‘ Hnglish beyond the sea.” 

The new English differs considerably from the Anglo- 
Saxon. He who would learn the latter, must needs 
take the same pains as he would in the acquirement of 
German. 

- Modern English has very few inflections. Many words 
of Latin origin were introduced through the Norman- 
French. Sir Walter Scott’s ‘‘ Ivanhoe” gives a very good 
illustration in Gurth of the relative positions of Norman 
and Anglo-Saxon. 

Chaucer and his contemporaries moulded the English 
language into its present shape. Very few important 
changes have taken place since their day—some new 
words have been added, and a few forms of inflection 
have ceased to be heard in ordinary speech. 

Circumstances, political and commercial, have made 

the English language the mother-tongue of several na- 
‘tions. Like Latin in the train of the Roman legions, 
has English been in the train of British conquest or 
British colonization. Its accents are heard in every 
clime. Two of the mightiest nations—the United States 
and England — have made the speech of a few million 
islanders, the language of hundreds of millions through- 
out the world. 

No word has been said of the literature of the Anglo- 

Saxons. Neither has any reference been made to Modern 


me English Literature. ‘The Development of English Lit- . 


erature,” by Brother Azarias, is the best book written 
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on the Old English Period. It should be in the hands 
of every Professor and every student of English Litera- 
ture. ‘To that work we earnestly refer those who are ©

I. Anglo-Saxon, that is, Angle, Engle, or English Saxon, 
is the language of the Platt, Low, or North part of Ger-

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PART II. 
THE LATIN LANGUAGE. 


_ Latin was the language of ftom: When the Romans 
had made themselves masters of all Italy, they carried their 
victorious arms into the neighboring countries. Their 
officials and colonists used the Latin language. In a few 
centuries, the Latin spoken by the Roman settlers and 
the conquered nations, became Italian, Spanish, Portu- 
guese, French, and Wallachian. ‘These are called the 
Romance (Roman) dialects. 

Latin exercised but little influence on the Keltic of 
Britain. If, as some teach, Latin were ever much em- 
ployed in Britain, it quickly disappeared on the advent 
of the Angles and Saxons. The missionaries, who con- 
verted the Anglo-Saxons to the Roman Catholic religion, 
introduced some Latin words into their language. 

At the Norman Conquest, Norman French became the 
official medium of communication. Through that dia- 
lect most of the words of Latin origin in English were 
introduced. The learned have in later times added many 
_ other Latin words to the English vocabulary. Henee, 
_ without a knowledge of, at least, the Latin Roots employed 
in the formation of a very extensive portion of our vocab- 
wry, it is impossible to thoroughly master our mother 
tongue,

- Our word Greek is derived from the Latin Grecus. The 
ancient Hellenes have bequeathed to modern nations most 
of the terms employed in the arts and sciences, for Greece 
_ is the cradle of the world’s civilization. Greek culture 
accompanied the victorious legions of Alexander into 
Asia. -In the second century before the Christian era, the 
Romans conquered Greece, and their vast possessions in 
_ Europe and Africa profited by Greek philosophy and 
Greek learning. Even still the custom obtains of taking 
the nomenclature of the various new arts, or inventions, 
_from the Greek language. Hence the importance of 
making one’s self acquainted with the principal Greek
